Government 
Alleges 
T h o

ST. LOUIS, Mo., 
March 26.—Fed­ 
eral Judge Faris, who last night is­ 
sued a temporary restraining order 
against seizure by the government of 
the Go!ti a Barge Line, today assert­ 
ed the government's action in taking 
over part of the line appeared to him 
as the most outrageous proceeding 
imaginable, if statements in the pe­ 
tition for the restraining order are 
correct. 
The government seized four tow­ 
boats and eleven 
of 
the 
nineteen 
barges yesterday before the tempor­ 
ary 
restraining 
order 
was issued. 
The government acted on the allega­ 
tion that Edward F. Goltra, lessee of 
the boats, had abrogated his contract 
by alleged failure to use the line as 
a common carrier. 
The restraining order was issued 
at 8 p. rn. yesterday and filed in court 
today. 
Goltra, who is democratic 
national 
committeeman 
from 
Mis­ 
souri, asserts he has not violated his 
contract. 
A hearing on the order is 
scheduled for tomorrow. Goltra is in 
New York at present. 
“I know nothing of the merits of 
the case,” Judge Faris stated. 
“Perhaps they will be cleared up in 
the hearing before mc tomorrow on 
the order to show cause why an in­ 
junction should not be granted. I no­ 
ticed in the morning paper today an 
apparent justification of the seizure, 
based on an assertion by the govern­ 
ment that these 
boats 
were badly 
needed somewhere else. 
I can not 
reconcile the action of the govern­ 
ment on that statement. 
“Perhaps all the newspapers will 
take the view the morning paper has. 
I, however, probably am too much of 
a lawyer to be a good patriot; I 
can’t help that. The legal phases of 
this thing, so far as I have seen 
them, appeal to me very strongly." 
Colonel T. Q. Ashburn, chief of the 
division of inland and coastwise wa­ 
terways of the war department, who 
made the seizures could not be reaeh- 
td for a statement, as he i3 on the 
river. 
Six of 
the 
remaining £ight 
barges arc bt Fayville, 111., and the 
Dther two at Caseyville, Ky. 
When deputy marshals 
received 
the temporary restraining order to­ 
day to serve on Colonel Ashburn, he 
already was steaming dow*n the Miss 
issippi River, to collect the barges at 
Fayville, which point he will 
not 
reach before tomorrow*. 
The petition for tho restraining or­ 
der states the contract with the gov­ 
ernment gave Goltra an option for 
purchase of the boats, valued 
at 
$3,800,000, and this established 
in 
Goltra a property right in the fleet, 
which tho petition declares, the gov­ 
ernment ignored in recently abrogat­ 
ing the contract. 
The boats w ere delivered to Goltra 
in an alleged defective condition, the 
petition adds, making it 
necessary 
for Goltra to spend “over $10,000 per 
boat.” to put them in repair. The pe­ 
tition states seizure of the fleet Is 
unlawful as it deprives 
Goltra of 
his property without due process of 
law* as he had no notice 
nor oppor­ 
tunity for a hearing.

Conner’s 
pal of Big Heart, Okla., lies dead in 
th© morgue as a result of their at­ 
tempt to hold up a Coffeyvile subur­ 
ban 
gocery 
store 
late 
Saturday 
night. 
Robert Spriggs, 
world 
war 
veteran, proprietor of th© 
grocery 
opened fire on the two outlaws when 
they entered his store and command 
cd him to “stick 'em up.” One bullet 
entered 
Weabc’s 
back, 
passing 
through the left lung near the heart. 
The bullet through Conner’s stomach 
will prove fatal, 
it is said, 
having 
closed the intestinal tract. 
Sonner is wanted 
in 
Qklahoma 
and Kansas for many crimes 
in­ 
cluding motor car 
theft, 
highway 
robbery, bank robbery and innumer­ 
able minor offenses. Weabc’s career 
of crimo has been less active. 
Last December Conner was arrest­ 
ed in connection with the wholesale 
looting of a store at Pryor, Okla., a 
year before. 
He was beld in 
the 
jail at Waggoner without bond on 
that and other charges. 
On Decem­ 
ber 26 he escaped from the jail and 
had since been at liberty. 
Many mo­ 
tor car thefts during the winter 
In 
Coffeyville and surrounding territory 
were believed to have been commit­ 
ted by Conner and authorities 
of 
Oklahoma and Kansas had 
vainly 
scoured the canyons of the Cedar 
Creek hills, rendezvous of Northern 
Oklahoma outlaws in the hope 
of 
capturing the much-wanted 
despe­ 
rado. 
Conner 
is 
generally 
accredited 
with being a member of the daring 
Al Spencer gang of outlaws 
who 
have long terrorized Northern Okla­ 
homa and Southern Kansas 
towns. 
It is not definitely known however, 
that the dying 
bandit 
has 
ever 
worker with Spencer and his men. 
Conner is a married man 
about 
32 years old. His wife and two small 
sons live In Coffeyville.

Mr. Collins mentioned socialism, bol­ 
shevism, the underpaid working man 
the unemployed, and religious intol­ 
erance. 
II© dwelt briefly* 
on bolshevism 
and socialism telling of their dan­ 
gers to the world, and stating that 
very few who called themselves so­ 
cialists really* knew what socialism 
n its true meaning stands for 
The underpaid working man. 
he 
asserted, 
caused 
an 
increase 
in 
crime, for unless a man is paid suf­ 
ficient wages to care for his family 
decently, provide them 
with 
the 
necessities of life and save a small 
amount regularly in case of sickness, 
ut employment or death, 
he 
very 
likely would turn to other means of 
securing money. 
Tho question of the 
unemployed 
he stated, was a most important one 
at this particular time, as there are 
between four and seven million men 
now* out of work. 
The remedy for 
this he claimed 
is lor the govern­ 
ment to establish employment agen­ 
cies throughout the country, where­ 
by* the man and the job might 
be 
brought together. 
This 
was 
tried 
out by the Knights of Columbus, 
who about six months before the 
close of tho war realized tho neces­ 
sity of such agencies in order that 
the many thousands of soldiers w ho 
had given up their employment to 
enter the service might have work 
when discharged. 
More than 
one 
hundred agencies were 
established 
throughout the United 
States, 
he 
stated, and callable men were hired 
as field men to seek out jobs 
and 
list them with the agencies. Through 
this means, hundreds cf men were 
placed, Doth to their own satisfac­ 
tion and to that of their employer. 
Another step taken at this time, by 
the Knights of Columbus, was 
the 
establishing of free night 
schools. 
During 
the war, he 
said, 
it was 
found that a large number of those 
in the service were not able to read 
nor write, and the need for schools 
for the veterans was realized. 
The 
Knights of Columbus opened 
such 
schools in many of the large cities 
and 
thousands of 
veterans 
liav*3 
taken advantage of opportunity of 
attending classes at night and furth­ 
ering 
their 
education. 
At 
these 
schools, the speaker continued, there 
is never a question asked as to the 
religious belief of the student, any 
teacher or superintendent in charge 
who should ask such a question of 
an applicant would immediately be 
displaced. 
All war 
veterans 
are 
welcome, regardless of creed, 
and 
everything is free. 
In speaking of religious 
intoler­ 
ance the Mr. Collins urged his hear­ 
ers not to let any religious differen­ 
ces interfere with residents, 
who 
should work in harmony 
for 
the 
good of their community, and there­ 
by for America, whether they 
be 
Catholic rn Protestant, Jews or Gen­ 
tile. “Hatred," he said, “is not inher­ 
ent in tho heart of mar, it has to be

goes, “A house divided against itself 
will surely fall.” 
“We were all created with a free

only by working in harmony with 
our neighbor, no matter what

creed or belief, can the country con­ 
tinue to grow* and prosper is it has 
in the past.

Six young trees, 
he writes, from two to four inches in 
diameter were selected, and on March 
21, 1919, there were driven into each 
tree five piece® of thick copper wire 
1.5 inches long. The end of each wire 
was left flush with the outer surface 
of bark. 
All wires were within six 
feet of the base of the tree.

trees- comprised two hemlock®, two 
aiders, one cedar, one willow. 
On July 3. 1922, the trees were ex­ 
amined and found to be perfectly 
healthy. 
In all cases they had. com­ 
pletely healed over the wires, and 
their growth was equal to that of 
other similar trees in the immediate 
vicinity. 
On cutting Into the trees It 
was found that there was very little 
Injury to the wood, merely a brown 
•olor showing for about 1.5 Inches 
)ove and below- the wire, and about 
0.25 inch to each side.

Ince occurred in the undertaking it 
was stated. 
Using the towboat 
Vicksburg of 
the federal barge line as a flagship 
Col. Ashburn directed the removal 
of the fleet temporarily to the Illinois 
side of the Mississippi River here. 
Eleven barges 
and 
four towboats 
were seized yesterday, he said. The 
seizure of the remaining eight barges 
of the fleet, which are tied up at 
Rayville, 111., and Caseyville, Ky., is 
planned for this afternoon, he added. 
Goltra, who is democratic national 
committeeman for Missouri, had ig­ 
nored the revocation order, declaring 
no grounds existed for the action and 
asking Secretary Weeks to reconsid­ 
er the situation. The fleet is valued

Tools for transplanting seedling? 
or small plant* are more a matter of 
personal ingenuitytban of purhase 
There are no special tools on the 
market for this work and experience 
and experiment will abow the best 
way. 
For very small seedlings the 
end of a toothpick is a handy device, 
usually the flat end, although some 
seedlings of grenhouse plants are so 
tiny the pointed end is advisable. 
The sharp-pointed potato 
knives 
of the kitchen are often used to good 
advantage, while * case knife 
for 
larger forms of plants 
which 
are 
sown thinly, is a handy instrument, 
taking a good bal of earth with it. 
The small bladed putty knives with 
a 
square-ended 
blade are useful 


when It is desired to move a seedling 
with the least possible disturbance, 
cutting a square of earth about the 
little plant with the putty knife by 
forr thrusts into the earth 
before 
lifting the seedling. By this method 
it will separate readily from the sur­ 
rounding earth and come up cleanly. 
The narrow angled trowel is one 
of the few commercial transplanting 
tools of value, particularly for mov­ 
ing seedlings that have secured a 
considerable growth in the opening 
ground. It is much more 
efficient 
than the usual trowel with the round 
ed blade and wide point. 
Many gardeners whittle the end of 
a match to a flat point to transplant 
small seedlings.
